The Agitation Among Russian University 
Students—Foreign Notes, 

Lonpon, March 24.—The dispatches from 
Russia in regard to the ag'tation among the 
university students are confused and con- 
flicting. The first said that the first dis- 
turbance was at the University of Bt. 
Petersburg, but later dispatches seemed to 
make it clear that the agitation started at the 
Agricultural Academy of Petropenskio, near 
Moscow. The climax was reached when the 
directors forbade the students to make any 
protest against ome decisions of the 
school authorities or to hold any meet- 
ing. The authorities followed , this 
up by closing the academy. The 
students were much incensed and 
broke forcibiy into one of the lecture- 
roomsand heida meeting. Fully two hun- 
dred were present and took partin the pro- 
ceedings... They drew up astatementof their 
grievances, to which ail affixed their signa- 
tures. in this they demanded _that tne lead- 
ers in the student movement shouid not be 
punished, that the director should be dis- 
missed, and that the liberties formeriy en- 
joyed hy the students should be restored to

In spite of strict precautions taken by the 
Government the agitation spread to otner in- 
stitutions, and students have been holding 
meetings atall the universities. There is a 
general upheaval of the student world. Ar- 
rests of students suspected of being leaders 
in the agitation have been made at every one 
of the principal universities throughout Rus- 
sia.
